F.B.I.  Research  Secretariat. — The  Federa- 
tion of  British  Industries  has  decided  to 
make  its  industrial  research  committee  a 
permanent  standing  committee  having  its 
own  fully  qualified  secretariat. 

Manchester  Chemists'  Golf. — The  first 
match  of  the  season  of  the  Manchester 
Pharmaceutical  Golfing  Society  was  played 
at  Withington  on  May  10.  Winners  in  a 
competition  for  the  captain's  prize  were 
H.  Hevers,  74,  and  R.  N.  Aitken,  77. 

Food  and  the  Teeth. — A  lecture  on  "  Food 
and  the  Teeth"  was  given  to  the  Food 
Education  Society  by  Sir  Norman  Bennett 
(consulting  dental  surgeon  to  St.  George's 
Hospital),  recently.  He  said  that,  al- 
though dental  caries  was  a  disease  of 
civilisation,  its  prevalence  among  children 
in  the  more  prosperous  grades  of  society  was 
less  than  it  was  forty  years  ago.  That 
defective  structure  was  not  the  sole  cause 
of  caries  was  made  obvious  by  the  rapidity 
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with  which  the  condition  sometimes  at- 
tacked primitive  adults  for  whom  white 
man's  food  had  become  available,  arid  by 
the  rapid  recovery  sometimes  accompanied 
by  "arrested  caries"  when  such  people 
returned  to  native  conditions.  Jaws  were 
becoming  smaller  during  many  generations, 
giving  rise  to  crowded  conditions  of  the 
teeth  and  defective  biting.  A  diet  for  good 
teeth  should  include  a  sufficiency  of  the 
so-called  protective  foods. 

Manchester  Public  Pharmacists. — At  the 

annual  meeting  of  the  Manchester  Branch 
of  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists,  held 
on  May  9,  the  following  officers  were 
elected :  Chairman,  Mr.  A.  Webb ;  Trea- 
surer, Miss  K.  Applewhite,  B.Sc. ;  Secretary, 
Mr.  John  B.  Lloyd,  Salford  Royal  Hospital, 
Salford,  3. 

Gas  Identification  Service  Memorandum. 

— The  third  edition  of  A.R.P.  Memorandum 
No.  II  (Gas  Detection  and  Identification 
Service)  is  now  available  from  H.M.  Sta- 
tionery Office  (price  twopence).  The  Memo- 
randum outlines  the  organisation  and  duties 
of  those  A.R.P.  services  engaged  in  the 
detection,  examination,  and  identification 
of  war  gases. 

Lord  Woolton  on  Exports. — In  the  House 
of  Lords  on  May  17,  Lord  Woolton  (Minister 
of  Reconstruction)  said  that  plans  for  full 
employment  and  larger  export  trade  must 
include  the  Erhpire  and  the  world.  Britain's 
social  and  economic  stability,  he  said, 
depended  on  whether  trade  could  be  set 
moving  in  and  from  Britain  to  other 
countries  in  sufficient  volume. 

Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association. — 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pro- 
prietary Articles  Trade  Association  on 
May  II,  the  president  (Mr.  P.  G.  Hunt)  in 
the  chair,  the  report  of  a  committee  of 
inquiry  appointed  at  the  January  meeting 
of  the  Council  was  received.  After  discus- 
sion, it  was  unanimously  agreed  that  the 
report  and  recommendations  be  accepted, 
for  reference  to  the  three  Sections  of  the 
Council,  whose  views  would  be  referred 
back  in  due  course  to  the  full  Council  for 
consideration.  A  vote  of  thanks  was 
accorded  to  members  of  the  committee. 

Brighton  Branch  Officers. — The  annual 
meeting  of  the  Brighton  and  Hove  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  on 
May  16,  Mr.  G.  F.  Paterson  (chairman) 
presiding.  Mr.  Edgar  Jones,  who  had  sent 
in  his  resignation  as  secretary,  was  per- 
suaded by  members  present  to  carry  on, 
with  the  co-operation  of  Mr.  Lewis  Watson. 
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With  the  new  appointments,  the  officers  f

Wilson.  After  the  election  a  series  of  sour 
films  was  shown  by  Mr.  V.  C.  Cooti 
(Savory  &  Moore,  Ltd.,  London). 

Fur  Powder  Puffs. — The  Board  of  Trac 
issues  a  warning  that  the  manufacture  ( 
powder  puffs,  and  their  supply  by  mam 
facturers,  have  been,  since  August  i,  194: 
prohibited  (except  under  licence)  h 
Orders  made  by  the  Board  (S.R.  &  O.,  194^ 
No.  1 45 1  and  1943,  No.  149).  The  stampin 
and  cutting  of  fur  skins  into  pieces  suitabl 
for  use  as  powder  puffs  are  considered  b 
the  Board  to  be  processes  in  the  manufac 
ture  of  powder  puffs.  Persops  contravenin 
the  Orders  render  themselves  liable  t 
penalties  of  fine  and/or  imprisonment.  Th 
Board  of  Trade  states  that  retailers  holdin 
stocks  of  powder  puffs  of  this  type  ar 
free  to  sell  them  without  restriction. 

Society's  President  in  Somerset. — Somei 
set  Branches  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Societ; 
and  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  re 
ceived  a  visit  from  the  Society's  presiden  \ 
(Mr.  W.  Spencer  Howells)  on  May  18 
Speaking  on  "The  Pharmacist  and  tht 
White  Paper,"  Mr.  Howells  surveyed  th( 
National  Health  Service  scheme,  saying  h( 
had  little  doubt  that  it  would  eventually 
be  made  available  to  all,  with  a  consequen' 
large  increase  of  dispensing  for  the  phar 
macist.  He  visualised  the  complete  sever 
ance  of  dispensing  from  the  doctor's  surgery 
and  eventually  from  the  out-patient  depart 
ments  of  hospitals,  the  sole  exception  bein^ 
in  remote  districts.  Pharmacists  would  thus 
practise  their  calling  to  a  much  greatel 
degree  than  at  present.  A  point  that  musi 
be  taken  into  account  was  the  seriouS 
decline  in  demand  for  proprietary  medi- 
cines that  was  bound,  in  his  view,  to  result 
when  free  treatment  was  made  available 
to  all.  At  present  patent  medicines  made 
a  big  contribution  to  the  income  of  th^ 
average  pharmacist,  and  this  factor  must  bd 
borne  in  mind  in  discussions  on  remunera- 
tion. It  was  -obviously  impossible  for  phari 
macists  to  maintain  the  necessary  service 
unless  remuneration  took  into  account 
overhead  expenses  and  professional  training. 
Several  members  asked  questions  and  made 
observations,  but  the  scheme  was  generally 
considered  too  nebulous  to  draft  any  reso- 
lutions at  this  stage.

)st-war  Perfumery  and  Cosmetics 

Perfumery  and  toilet  preparations  form 
considerable  a  part  of  a  retail  chemist's 
ock  that  the  recommendations  of  an 
fluential  committee  on  the  future  of  the 
;rfumery  and  toilet  preparations  industry 
.  544),  and  your  editorial  comment  on 
em  (p.  547),  should  appeal  to  retailers  as 
ell  as  to  manufacturers  of  these  goods. 
)me  months  ago  it  was  remarked  in  this 
iction  that  manufacturers  and  vendors  of 
)smetics  were  fortunate  in  having  their 
ade  interests  well  looked  after ;  this  im- 
ression  is  confirmed  by  a  reading  of  the 
resent  report.  It  sets  forth  clearly  the 
matters  in  which  Government  assistance  to 
(habilitate  the  industry  will  be  of  service, 
id  those  which  the  industry  expects  to  be 
Die  to  control  unaided.  The  Government 
in  help,  chiefly,  in  re-establishing  manu- 
Lcturers  in  their  own  factories  and  in  en- 
iring  adequate  supplies  of  raw  materials. 
Regarding  the  latter,  it  is  pointed  out  that 
-•e  amount  of  shipping  space  needed  for 
portation  is  relatively  trifling,  and  that 
ere  may  be  keen  corn  petition  for  these 
laterials  by  other  countries.  It  is  thus 
ident  that  unless  a  friendly  official  con- 
ol  is  exercised  for  as  long  as  may  prove  to 
necessary,  British  perfumery  and  cos- 
etic  manufacturers  will  be  seriously 
ampered  in  their  efforts  to  work  up  to 
mething  like  their  old  standards  of  pro- 
uction.  Even  if  the  post-war  export  trade 
iurns  out  to  be  a  plant  of  slow  growth  in 
leed  of  careful  cultivation,  it  is  practically 
ertain  that  the  home  market  in  these 
rticles  will  soon  make  heavy  demands  on 
apacity  to  produce.

No  sooner  does 
m  Addendum  or  a  Supplement  to  a  well- 
mown  book  appear  than  by  a  "Gazette" 
lotice  or  some  other  form  of  announcement 
/ve  are  plunged  into  further  commotion. 
3ne  result  is  that  the'  scrutiny  of  a  pre- 
jcription  received  from  a  doctor  not  known 
)r  only  slightly  known  to  the  pharmacist  is 
ikely  to  be  an  exacting  task.  It  may  entail 
I  hunt  through  the  latest  books  of  refer- 
ence— a  complete  set,  let  us  hope — a  search 
for  any  further  changes  of  formula  recorded 
in  your  news  columns,  and  contact  with  the 


prescriber.  This  contingency  seems  likely 
to  remain  a  threat  as  long  as  the  war  lasts. 
The  thousands  of  practising  pharmacists 
who  have  consulted  "P.F."  during  the  past 
forty-six  years  will  be  glad  to  know  that 
you  have  cut  a  path  through  this  jungle. 
Having  had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  proofs 
of  many  of  its  1,212  pages,  I  can  testify  that 
the  mass  of  material  available  has  been  fitted 
into  an  orderly  scheme  of  presentation.  A 
reading  of  the  preface  will  quickly  put  users 
au  fait  of  the  contents  of  the  volume.  It  is 
no  small  advantage  to  busy  men  to  have  so 
many  formularies  assembled  in  a  uniform 
method  between  the  covers  of  one  book  ; 
and  by  concentrating  on  essentials.  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  is  again  proving  "a 
friend  in  need.

The  tribute  to  Sir  Theodore  Turquet 
de  Mayerne,  on  p.  557,  does  justice  to  his 
influence  on  British  medicine.  The  ostra- 
cism of  him  by  the  Paris  College  of  Physi- 
cians in  1603  resulted  in  a  gain  for  England, 
where  he  arrived  soon  afterwards ;  for  by 
Jacobean  standards  he  was  an  enlightened 
member  of  his  profession.  In  the  British 
Museum  copy  of  the  first  Pharmacopoeia 
Londinensis  containing  notes  in  his  cramped 
handwriting  he  has,  if  I  have  not  forgotten, 
appended  his  name  to  at  least  two  of  the 
formulas.  He  is  credited,  among  other 
things,  with  the  introduction  of  calomel 
and  lotio  hydrargyri  nigra.  Physician 
successively  to  James  I  and  Charles  I,  he 
died  in  Chelsea  at  the  age  of  eighty-two. 
In  advocating  the  use  of  chemical  medicines 
in  English  practice  he  was  in  a  sense  pushing 
at  an  open  door,  though  the  dispute  be- 
tween iatro-chemists  and  galenists  conti- 
nued till  the  following  century.  A  few 
formulas  containing  metallic  salts  can  be 
found  in  such  books  as  Bullein's  "  Bulwarke 
of  Defence"  (1562).  In  1576  George  Baker 
issued  "The  Newe  Jewell  of  Health," 
treating  "very  amplye  of  all ■  Dystillations 
of  Waters,  of  Oyles,  Balmes,  Quintessences, 
with  the  extraction  of  artificialf  Saltes,  the 
use  and  preparation  of  Antimonie,  and 
potable  Gold."  In  the  main  a  translation 
from  Gesner,  it  included  the  names  of  four 
London  makers  of  chemicals.  About  twenty 
years  later  John  DelaBere,  of  Oxford,  wrote 
the  letter  reproduced  in  facsimile  by  you 
in  1928,  a  letter  explaining  that  at  the  time 
of  writing  he  had  been  unable  to  obtain 
certain  articles  from  his  correspondent's 
London  "Chymyst."  Xrovser

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LEGAL  REPORTS 

Appeal  Dismissed. — At  the  Court  of 
riminal  Appeal,  London,  on  May  ig,  an 
ppeal  by  Bertram  Douglas  Edwards 
chairman  of  Tampax,  Ltd.),  Redcliffe, 
he  Park,  Nottingham,  against  a  convic- 
lon  at  the  Old  Bailey,  on  February  22,  on 
wo  counts  of  conspiracy  to  defraud 
ampax,  Ltd.,  and  six  charges  of  fraudu- 
;nt  conversion  (see  C.  6-  D.,  March  4,  p. 
50),  involving  sentences  of  eighteen 
lonths'  imprisonment,  was  dismissed.  It 
^as  now  contended  that  there  was  no 
vidence  of  conspiracy  or  fraudulent  con- 
ersion  to  go  before  the  jury,  and  that  there 
ad  been  a  miscarriage  of  justice.  Mr. 
ustice  Cassels  said  the  Court  could  not 
ccept  these  contentions.  The  scheme 
eeked  of  financial  trickery,  and  it  was 
pen  to  the  jury  to  infer  conspiracy  when 
hey  saw  the  way  in  which  the  transaction 
ras  put  into  the  hands  of  the  appellant's 
aushroom  firm  of  financial  brokers  and  the 
i^ay  in  which  the  proceeds  were  dealt  with. 
?he  fraud  was  ingeniously  conceived,  skil- 
ully  carried  out,  and  involved  a  consider- 
Lble  sum  of  money,  the  acquisition  of  which 
'eemed  to  be  the  object  of  its  perpetration. 

J Pilferage  from  Employers. — When  two

The  latter  transported 
them  in  a  doll's  pram  pushed  by  his  seven- 
/ear-old  daughter.  For  the  two  men  it  was 
stated  that  Herbert  was  single  and  had  been 
3mployed  by  the  firm  for  twenty-five  years  ; 
tie  was  one  of  the  company's  most  trusted 
servants.  Richardson,  a  married  man  with 
two  children,  had  been  in  his  present 
employment  for  twelve  years.  Each  was  sen- 
tenced to  twenty-eight  days'  imprisonment.

It 
may  be  that  the  branch  system  is  not  as 
good  as  it  could  be,  and  that  a  review  of 
the  position  could  be  undertaken  with 
advantage." 

Dealing  ;with  the  Society's  finances,  the 
president  said  the  substantial  amount  of 
^6,000  had  been  put  aside  as  surplus  during 
1943.  A  special  survey  of  the  Society's 
financial  position  had  been  completed,  and 
steps  based  upon  it  had  been  taken,  as 
members  knew,  in  the  decision  to  increase 
the  registration  and  retention  fees  in  respect 
of  pharmacists  and  premises.  Apart  from  a 
local  examination  fee,  none  of  the  fees  from 
which  the  Society  drew  its  income  had  been 
increased  since  the  war  began,  but  con- 
tinuance of  fees  at  the  existing  level  could 
not  be  expected  to  continue  indefinitely. 
He  expressed  his  special  thanks  to  those 
members  who  had  voluntarily  contributed 
the  sum  of  ;^5,ooo  to  compensate  for  loss  of 
fees  from  members  on  active  service. 

National  Health  Service 

Members  were  no  doubt  impatient  that 
more  progress  was  not  made  in  regard  to 
improving  pharmaceutical  conditions  in  the 
three  Services,  but  there  had  been  some 
sign  of  developments  in  the  Royal  Air 
Force,  about  which,  however,  it  was  too 
early  to  say  more.  A  development  of  funda- 
mental importance  during  the  year  had  been 
the  acceptance  by  the  Government  of  the 
principle  of  a  national  health  service.  He 
did  not  visualise  a  quick  and  easy  settlement 
of  the  various  questions  connected  with  the 
White  Paper,  but  members'  attitude  as 
pharmacists  on  certain  points  ought  to  be 
well  defined. 

"We  believe,"  he  concluded,  "that  the 
invasion  of  Europe  is  imminent.  With  the 
armies  engaged  upon  this  historic,  momen- 
tous and  hazardous  task  will  be  many 
members  of  this  Society.  Our  task  at  home 
is  to  ensure  that  when  they  and  those 
already  in  action  come  back,  they  will  find 
that  their  interests  have  not  suffered,  and 
in  the  meantime  to  give  them  every  sup- 
port in  their  enterprise.  In  your  name  I 
should  like  to  assure  them  that  we  will 
carry  out  that  task  to  the  best  of  our  ability, 
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and  to  wish  them  a  safe,  successful,  and 
speedy  return." 

The  president  then  moved  the  adoption  of 
the  report  and  financial  statement  (C.  6-  D., 
May.  13,  p.  526),  which  was  formally  seconded 
by  the  vice-president. 

Discussion  and  Questions 

Mr.  W.  S.  Benjamin  congratulated  the 
Council  and  Society  on  the  report.  He 
thought  all  members  recognised  that  in  the 
National  Health  Service  pharmacy  had  its 
real  opportunity.  They  would  only  get  the 
changes  they  wanted  to  see,  and  an  im- 
provement in  the  position  of  pharmacy,  if 
pharmacy  were  regarded  as  a  proper  public 
service. 

Mr.  D.  M.  Durno  asked  why  a  married 
man  of  military  age  had  been  transferred 
from  a  little  town  in  Norfolk  to  a  town  in 
Cambridgeshire,  and  an  old  man  from  the 
latter  town  had  been  sent  to  Norfolk. 

Mr.  E.  V.  Abraham,  Scunthorpe,  asked 
how  many  pharmacies  had  been  closed  as  a 
result  of  the  call-up  of  pharmacists;  what 
was  the  percentage  of  those  closed  in  rela- 
tion to  the  pharmacies  established  over  five 
years,  over  seven  years,  and  over  ten  years, 
owned  by  private  pharmacists,  co-operative 
societies  and  the  large  limited  companies. 

Value  of  a  Scholarship 

Mr.  L.  G.  Matthews  wanted  the  Council 
to  bear  in  mind  that  a  travelling  scholar- 
ship of  ;^3oo  per  annum  was  probably  in- 
sufficient to  attract  the  right  type  of 
scholar,  and  pointed  out  that  Chinese 
scholars  coming  to  this  country  for  train- 
ing received,  through  the  British  Council, 
;^400  per  annum,  in  addition  to  /300  per 
annum  for  travelling  expenses. 

Mr.  L.  G.  G.  Porter,  Lyn;e  Regis,  said 
he  had  been  a  qualified  man  for  fifteen 
years,  but  as  a  country  chemist  was  unable 
to  get  to  local  branch  meetings ;  could 
some  better  scheme  be  devised,  he  asked, 
of  arranging  meetings  so  that  chemists  in 
out-of-the-way  places  could  get  to  them  ? 

Mr.  J.  Ross-Mansell  commented  on  the 
loss  of  ;^4,5oo  on  the  production  of  the 
"Pharmaceutical  Journal,"  and  asked 
whether  the  loss  was  really  necessary.  He 
submitted  that  the  format  and  production 
of  the  journal  could  be  so  altered  as  to 
reduce  or  neutralise  the  loss,  and  it  might 
then  enjoy  a  greater  popularity  and  use- 
fulness than  it  did  at  present. 

Mr.  J.  Milner  was  glad  the  Council  was 
determined  to  look  after  the  interests  of 
men  serving  in  the  Forces. 


Chairman's  Replies 

The  Chairman  said  he  would  look  inl 
Mr.  Durno's  point,  if  the  questioner  wou 
supply  him  with  details.  Mr.  Abraha 
could  obtain  his  information  from  t 
Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Committee 
that  building.  The  Council,  he  thougl. 
might  give  further  consideration  to  t 
value  of  the  travelling  scholarship.  Log 
branch  secretaries  should  be  able  to  he 
concerning  local  branch  meetings,  but 
that  failed,  members  should  consult  hes 
office.  If  Mr.  Ross-Mansell  would  look^ 
the  financial  statement,  he  would  see  t 
expenditure  on  the  "  Pharmaceutic 
Journal"  was  £^,551,  and  the  cost  of  pes 
age  was  £5,o^y ;  in  other  words,  the  co; 
of  the  journal  was  less  than  the  cost  of  i 
postage  to  members... 

The  report  and  financial  statement  wei 
then  adopted  unanimously. 

Motions  Withdrawn  and  Lost 

Mr.  Abraham,  Scunthorpe,  then  put  .for 
ward  a  motion,  which  he  subsequently  with 
drew,  calling  on  the  Society  to  say  ,tha 
there  should  be  no  further  recruitment  fo; 
national  service  from  its  members,  in  viev 
of  the  high  percentage  already  enlisted. 

The  Chairman  said  representations  alon§ 
the  lines  asked  for  had  already  been  made 
by  the  Central  Pharmaceutical  War  Com- 
mittee. 

Another  motion  put  by  Mr.  Abraham 
asked  for  deletion  of  Section  5  of  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  and  re- 
instatement of  Section  2  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  1852.  The  effect  would  be  that  byr 
laws  should  not  be  made  by  the  Society 
without  prior  approval  of  members,  given 
either  at  a  special  general  meeting  or  at  the 
annual  meeting.  The  motion  was  lost. 

Mr.  Abraham  then  moved  that  the 
annual  meetings  of  the  Society  be  held  in 
rotation  in  each  county  town,  in  alpha- 
betical order.  Mr.  F.  J.  Begg  said  that  a 
better  way  of  getting  a  representative  selec- 
tion of  members  at  annual  meetings  was 
for  branches  to  elect  delegates.  The  motion 
was  lost. 

The  Chairman  said  the  points  raised  in 
discussion  would  be  considered  by  the 
Council.  He  then  adjourned  the  meeting 
until  the  result  of  the  poll  became  avail- 
able.

A  leading  northern  manufacturing  and  wholesale  organisation  enters  upon  a  second. cent 
of  association  with  the  family  of  James  Woolley,  one  of  the  original  members  of 

•    Pharmaceutical  Society. 


A FIRST-TIME  visitor  to  the  premises 
of  James  Woolley;  Sons  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
^Victoria  Bridge,  Manchester,  receives 
his  introduction  to  the  company  after 
mounting  a  flight  of  stairs.  The  stairs  may 
be  regarded  as  symbolic.  Rising  without 
preliminaries  from  the  street,  they  remind 
the  caller  that  the  premises,  built  for  the 
company,  are  not  the  home  of  any  organ- 
isation of  mushroom  growth.  When  that 
massive  outer  wall  was  constructed,  impos- 
ing entrances  were  a  shov/y  extravagance, 
lifts  a  rarity,  and  waiting  rooms  an  unne- 
cessary indulgence  to  customers. 

Such  reflections  came  naturally  enough 
to  the  present  writer,  whose  visit  was  occa- 
sioned by  the  completion  of  one  hundred 
years  of  the  association  with  the  business 
of  the  family  of  Mr.  James  Woolley  (i8ii- 
1858).  But  the  significance  of  stairs  is  in 
what  they  lead  up  to,  and  not  what  they 
leave  behind.  To  pass  through  the  swing 
doors  at  the  top  is  to  enter  a  showroom  that 
is  the  embodiment  of  up-to-date  design. 
Haloed  "planets"  provide  the  illumination 
(at  present  largely  dim  for  reasons  of  fuel 
economy)'  suspended  over  glass-topped 
counters.  Illuminated  showcases  line  the 
walls,  and  the  woodwork  is  uniformly  of  an 
Empire  hardwood,  flush-fronted  in  the 
current  mode,  and  virtually  without 
ornamentation  save  for  the  hand.some 
grain  of  the  wood  itself.  The  atmosphere 
is  one  of  taste  without  fussiness,  and  in  it 
the  buyer  cannot  but  feel  that  he  is  dealing 
with  an  organisation  that  has  kept  abreast 
of  the  times.  The  nineteenth  century  was 
with  him  at  street  level.  Here  he  is  in  the 
1940's. 

Continuity  Amid  Contrasts 

Throughout  the  building  there  are  the 
same  contrasts,  the  same  continuity.  At  the 
top,  in  the  sundries  and  scientific  instrument 
warehouse,  small  packets  are  being  made  up 
under  the  windows  at  a  long  bench  in  a  way 
that  may  have  needed  only  minor  modifica- 
tions for  generations.  Behind  the  packers 
rise  tiers  of  slim  metal  fixtures  filled  with 
dressings  and  appliances,  replacing  who 
knows  what  old  wooden  shelving  of  former 
days.  Through  the  floor,  rising  to  about 
waist  height,  is  the  opening  to  a  spiral 
chute  that  carries  goods  noiselessly  and  by 
gravity  to  the  packing  and  assembly  rooms 
on  the  ground  floor,  or,  by  an  alternative 


route,  to  the  showroom.  Also  on  this  flo 
are  the  analytical  laboratories,  where 
G.  J.  W.  Ferrey,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  and  his  sfc 
test  all  incoming  and  outgoing  mater 
and  conduct  researches  that  may  form 
basis  of  new  preparations. 

A  floor  below,  in  the  dries  and 
chemicals  department,  changes  in  ret 
pharmaceutical  business  are  reflected  in  l. 
arrangement  of  fixtures  and  allotment  \ 
space.  Where  once,  were  wooden  built-ii 
bins,  now  smaller  movable  metal  coi! 
tainers  are  ranged  compactly  side  by  sidn 
able  to  be  emptied,  cleaned  and  rearrange! 
as  new  needs  demand.  Where  once  a  singi 
shelf  was  enough  to  accommodate  the  whol 
range  of  compressed  tablets,  today  a  con 
plete  bay  is  given  over  to  the  immensel 
varied  products  called  for.  On  a  bencn 
lying  cheek  by  jowl,  the  writer  caught  sigh 
of  two  small  pieces  of  apparatus,  one  fo 
counting  pills,  and  the  other  for  countinj 
tablets,  the  first  a  mere  block  of  wood  ii 
which  rows  of  holes  were  sunk,  the  seconc 
a  bright  metal  contraption,  snappily  stream- 
lined and  sprung.  The  two  objects,  lyin^ 
there  side  by  side,  were  just  a  homely  illus- 
tration of  the  age  of  the  company — and  its 
youth. 

"That  pill  counter  was  old  in  service 
when  I  joined  the  department  forty  years 
ago,"  said  the  manager.  "Each  hole  takes 
two  pills.  Counting  is  as  quick  and  easy 
as  anyone  could  wish,  and  there  is  abso- 
lutely nothing  to  go  wrong."  Tablets,  of 
course,  are  a  different  proposition.  They 
have  two  thicknesses  instead  of  a  single 
diameter.  The  apparatus  used  for  counting 
them  is  necessarily  more  ingenious  and 
complicated,  but  by  the  same  token , can 
more  easily  go  wrong.  Clumsy  handling  may 
put  the  hinged  leaf  out  of  alignment  with 
its  base,  with  loss  of  time  and  risk  of  damage 
to  the  compressed  product. 

Office  Machinery  Under  Oil  Paintings 

One  floor  down  are  the  proprietary  pre- 
parations, with  their  own  "helter-skelter" 
to  the  packing  rooms,  and  below  this  again 
are  the  offices.  Once  more  the  essential 
contrasts  are  in  evidence.  Beneath  por- 
traits in  oils  of  Mr.  James  Woolley,  the 
founder  of  the  company,  and  Mr.  George 
Stephen  Woolley,  his  successor,  ledger 
entries  are  being  posted  and  clients' 
accounts  made  out  by  the  most  modem 
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machine  methods,  while  safes  and  ledger 
racks  of  modern  design  house  the  books  at 
night.  Typical  of  the  house  of  Woolley  is 
the  fact  that  when  the  new  system  was 
installed  it  was  adapted  to  an  existing 
method  that  had  been  proved  to  work 
efficiently.  There  was  no  slavish  adoption 
of  any  expert's  theories. 

Added  to  the  tapping  out  of  the  accounts, 
the  constant  suck  and  click  of  a  pneumatic 
communications  sytem  tells  its  own  story 
of  work  done  at  pressure  throughout  the 
day.  In  another  room  a  battery  of  machines 
turns  every  order  for  goods  into  eight 
duplicate  copies  that  are  distributed  to  each 
department  concerned.  Orders  arrive  in 
ever-growing  number  by  telephone,  letter 
and  cable,  and  the  company's  special 
telephone  room  might  not  prove  a  bad 
model  for  a  civil  defence  control  room,  so 
smoothly  dealt  with  are  its  incessant  incom- 
ing calls.  In  the  office  block,  too.  is  the 
"directors'  corner,"  which  includes  the 
private  oflice  of  Colonel  Stanley  Watson, 
D.S.O.,  M.C.,  B.Sc.  (managing  director),  and 
the  sanctum  of  Mr.  Arthur  Maude,  M.P.S. 
(general  manager  and  secretary). 

Manufacture  of  Galenicals 

The  Victoria  Bridge  premises  are  con- 
cerned with  warehousing  and  distribution, 
but  there  are  other  no  less  important 
functions  of  the  firm.  Manufacturing  of 
galenicals  is  mainly  carried  on  at  premises 
at  Cheetham  Hill,  Manchester,  though 
recently,  as  a  precautionary  measure, 
additional  premises  were  acquired  in 
Oldham,  where  certain  manufacturing 
processes  are  carried  on.  The  manufacturing 
side,  under  the  control  of  Mr.  L.  H.  Board- 
man,  B.Sc.  (Lond.),  Ph.C.  (a  director  of  the 
company) ,  has  its  own  analytical  laboratory 
under  Mr.  J.  R.  Walmsley,  Ph.C,  F.I.C. 

What  impresses  the  visitor  is  the  large 
scale  of  the  operations  carried  on.  Many 
types  of  grinding  mills  are  in  constant  use, 
and  the  noise  from  the  disintegrators  is  like 
the  disturbing  roar  of  a  thousand  Lancas- 
ter bombers,  while  the  batteries  of  granu- 
lators  and  tablet  machines  would  alone  be 
sufficient  to  keep  going  a  smaller  company 
specialising  in  tablet  production.  The  pro- 
cesses involved  in  the  manufacture  of  phar- 
maceutical preparations,  such  as  percolation 
and  contraction,  are  to  be  seen  in  operation 
on  bulk  quantities,  and  the  visitor  threads 
his  way  through  such  modern  plant  as  tubu- 
lar evaporators,  vacuum  pans,  hydro- 
extractors,  mixing  pans,  and  stills  of  various 
kinds.  In  the  spirit  room  are  stored  or 
handled  quantities  of  dutiable  materials 


involving  such  heavy  sums  in  rebate  tl 
the  claims  have  to  be  dealt  with  fortnigh 
instead  of,  as  in  many  concerns,  once 
month.  The  controlling  hand  of  Mr.  Boai 
man,  who  is  a  qualified  chemical  engini 
as  well  as  a  chemist,  extends  to  every  si 
tion  of  the  works — even  down  to  the  eni 
mous  boiler  and  power-house  needed 
keep  all  the  machines  working. 

Hand-made  Capsules 

Yet  there  is  no  use  of  the  machine  ] 
its  own  sake.  As  an  illustration,  c 
speciality  in  which  the  company  tal 
great  pride  is  its  hand-made  capsules,  ma 
millions  of  which  are  made  annually 
the  manufactory  at  Cheetham  Hill.  T 
war,  which  has  put  a  stop  to  buildi  ■ 
extensions,  has  brought  no  slackenir 
but  in  fact  a  great  expansion  of  demai 
for  the  company's  preparations.  Wheth 
plans  are  taking  shape  in  the  minds  of  t 
directors  for  substantial  developmer 
when  easier  conditions  return  will  appear 
due  course. 

Minor  Industries 

An  unexpected  aspect  of  the  business 
revealed  by  a  visit  to  further  premises 
the  company  at  Mary  Street,  Strangewaj 
where,  within  a  few  yards  of  one  anotlie 
can  be  witnessed  such  diverse  operatioi 
as  glass-blowing,  basket-making,  the  for 
ing  of  metal  bases  for  trusses,  repairing 
surgical  instruments,  bottle-washing,  prin 
ing,  and  automobile  repairs.  Each  depar 
ment,  though  small,  has  a  high  efificienc 
and  output,  the  result  of  carrying  ini 
effect  suggestions  made  by  the  skille 
craftsmen  themselves.  For  example,  con 
pressed  air  for  the  blowing  of  scientif 
glassware  (Soxhlet  tubes,  Liebig  condense! 
and  similar  intricate  pieces)  is  "laid  on 
from  the  motor  repair  shop.  Thus  the  onl 
machinery  to  disturb  the  quiet  of  ti 
windowless  glassworks,  in  which  the  ver 
"daylight"  is  artificial,  is  a  small  grindin 
wheel. 

Truss-fitting 

Last  to  be  mentioned  of  the  company' 
activities,  but  with  an  importance  all 
own,  is  a  series  of  fitting-rooms  for  trusse 
and  other  surgical  appliances  in  Deans 
gate.

Mr.  Hermann  Woolley,  who  had  joined 
the  firm  in  1867,  became  managing  director 
in  1895,  and  chairman  on  the  death  of  his 
brother  in  191 8.

Mr.  Hermann  Woolley  was  a  Pereira 
medallist,  a  member  from  1907  of  the  Court 
of  Manchester  University,  and  for  many 
-years  vice-president  of  the  Manchester 
Geographical  Society.  In  1920  Mr.  Edward 
James  Woolley,  only  son  of  Mr.  George 
Stephen  Woolley,  became  chairman  until 
1927,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  his  widow, 
with  Messrs.  J.  H.  Franklin,  Ph.C,  and 
Colonel  Watson  as  joint  managing  directors. 
In  1 93 1  Mr.  Franklin  retired  from  the  manag- 
ing directorship  while  remaining  on  the 
board,  and  Colonel  Watson  took  over  sole 
responsibility  for  the  office  he  now  holds.

"British  Medical  Journal"  of  May  13 
ft  report   of   the   Council   of  the 
I  Medical  Association  on  the  National 
h  Service  White  Paper  was  published  ;

This  fact 
robably  suggested  the  form  of  the 
t  statement,  which,  after  introductory 
ks,  reviews  the  Government  sugges- 
adds  "positive  proposals,"  and  ends 
an  appendix  comprising  forty-four 
ons  to  the  Minister  of  Health  and  his 
The  devastating  precision  of  some 
se  questions  has  more  than  once 


reduced  the  Minister  to  the  use  of  such 
phrases  as  "it  is  impossible  to  cover  the 
'ground  adequately  in  a  short  answer  at  this 
stage"  and  *'the  Minister  will  welcome  the 
profession's  own  ideas  and  suggestions  and 
the  opportunity  of  more  detailed  discus- 
sion." Further  negotiations  with  the 
Ministry  will  be  conducted  by  a  new  body 
consisting  of  thirty  members,  sixteen  of 
whom  are  to  be  appointed  by  the  Associa- 
tion and  the  remainder  by  six  other  bodies. 

From  the  outset  the  report  is  critical  in 
tone.  In  the  fifth  paragraph  we  read:  "It 
is  idle  to  suggest  that  the  recasting  of  the 
form  of  health  services  cannot  wait  until 
there  is  time  and  opportunity  to  give  them 
the  care  and  thought  they  merit,  and  until 
our  colleagues  in  the  Forces  are  back.  .  .  . " 
This  declaration  is  followed  later  by  such 
passages  as  these:    "It  is  not  enough  to 
promise  that  there  shall  be  no  interference 
with  the   doctor-patient  relationship,  or 
that  there  shall  be  no  regimentation  of  the 
profession''';    "it  (the  Association)  is  in- 
clined to  suspect  that  the  inspiration  of  the 
Government's  document  is  political  rather 
than  medical."  A  complication  in  depart- 
mental responsibility  is  noted  :  the  Ministry 
of  Health  is  to  be  responsible  for  supervising 
local  authorities  in  the  construction  of 
houses,  while  the  oversight  on  health  ser- 
vices   is    to    remain    "diffused"  among 
departments  including  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, the  Ministry  of  Labour,  the  Ministry 
of   Pensions,    the   Post   Office,    and  the 
Ministry  of  Fuel  and  Power.    The  exclusion 
of  the  industrial  medical  services  from  the 
Government  scheme  is  described  as  "weak 
and    illogical."     This    general    survey  is 
followed  by  detailed  consideratior^  of  the 
White    Paper    scheme    of  organisation. 
Expert  criticism  is  no  doubt  based  on  the 
experience  that  conditioned  the  reports  of 
1938    and    1942.   -Typical   remarks  are: 
"Many   of   these   advisory   bodies  have 
proved  useless  because  they  have  not  been 
allowed  to  become  useful.  They  have  been 
fa9ades  to  protect  Ministers  rather  than 
committees  to  advise  them."    "In  brief, 
what  is  proposed  is  fragmentation,  not 
unification,  of  the  medical  services."  "At 
the  periphery  the  kind  of  organisation 
suggested  in  the  White  Paper  is  even  more 
chaotic  than  at  the  centre."    Of  Health 
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Centres  as  outlined  it  is  stated:  "The 
profession  sees  in  this  proposal  the  thin 
end  of  the  wedge  of  a  form  of  service  to 
which  it  is  overwhelmingly  opposed — a 
State-salaried  service  under  local  authori- 
ties." An  interesting  point  is  raised  in  dis- 
cussing the  possible  future  of  general 
practitioners  :  the  Association  is  of  opinion 
that  the  setting  up  of  Health  Centres  on 
White  Paper  lines  would  adversely  affect 
the  capital  value  of  all  general  practices. 
The  paramount  importance  of  "the  doctor's 
first  allegiance,"  loyalty  to  the  patient,  is 
stressed — chiefly,  it  may  be  assumed,  for 
the  information  of  the  Ministry. 

Inferences  for  Pharmacy 

This  trenchant  report  gives,  as  we  have 
said,  a  lead  to  pharmacy,  though,  obviously, 
the  relations  of  pharmacists  to  the  White 
Paper  differ  considerably  from  those  of 
medical  practitioners.  First,  it  has  a  signifi- 
cance for  pharmacy  in  its  firm  grasp  and 
statesmanlike  presentation  of  facts.  Can 
pharmacy  produce  a  comparable  statement 
in  its  own  sphere  ?  The  proposals  submitted 
to  the  Minister  of  Health  last  July  {C.(sy  D., 
1943,  II,  62)  by  certain  pharmaceutical 
organisations  make  a  rather  poor  show  in 
contrast;  and  it  looks  as  if  the  Pharmacy 
Commission  of  which  so  much  was  heard  at 
the  time  has  been  pigeonholed  in  White- 
hall— and  elsewhere.  Secondly,  the  coming 
■formation  of  a  negotiating  medical  body  on 
so  broad  a  basis  sets  an  excellent  example. 
It  is  not  sufficient  that  so  momentous  a 
matter  should  be  in  charge  of  a  mere  three 
groups,  -even  "after  consultation"  with 
others,  unless  those  others  have  expressly 
authorised  the  three  to  represent  them. 
Finally,  there  is  a  hint  in  Paragraph  57  of 
the  B.M.A.  Council's  report  of  the  provision 
of  further  "pathological  facilities."  Some 
of  the  work  envisaged  could  be  carried  out 
by  pharmacists  who  have  obtained  the 
diploma  in  biochemical  analysis  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  As  is  well  under- 
stood, pharmacy  will  have  to  make  its  own 
terms  with  the  Ministry:  in  preparing  for 
that  event,  it  will  be  wise  to  bear  in  mind  the 
existence  of  latent  antagonism  between  . 
central  and  local  authorities  and  of  what 
the  "British  Medical  Journal"  calls  "inter- 
departmental jealousies."  No  dissensions 
should  mar  presentation  of  pharmacy's  case.

Patent  Agents  Reject  Licences 

Many  publicists  object  to  the  monopoly 
aspect  of  the  patent  system  on  the  ground 
that  it  is  out  of  harmony  with  modern 
social  and  industrial  conditions.  Others, 
whilst  holding  the  view  that  monopoly  of 
manufacture  is  contrary  to  public  interest, 
contend  that  stimulation  of  invention,  is 
necessary  but  suggest  that,  if  patents  were 
compulsorily  licensed,  the  royalty  proceeds 
would  provide  the  necessary  inventive 
stimulus.  Propaganda  by  protagonists  of 
the  latter  viewpoint,  and  by  those  who 
hold  that  the  existing  system  is  best,  has 
been  discussed  in  these  columns  (see 
C.      D.,  February  19,  p.  199). 

The  principle  of  proprietary  right  in  an 
invention  is  discussed  in  a  brochure  recently 
issued  by  the  Chartered  Institute  of  Patent 
Agents,  London,  which,  after  reviewing  all 
the  facts,  expresses  the  opinion  that  com- 
pulsory licensing  of  patents  would  cause 
so  much  uncertainty  and  insecurity  that 
enterprise  would  consequently  suffer,  and 
research  by  individual  firms  would  be 
restricted.  Under  the  British  system,  only 
a  temporary  proprietary  right  is  given  to 
the  inventor,  yet  invention  has  grown  at  an 
ever-increasing  pace.  Notwithstanding  the 
shortness  of  the  period  during  which  it 
operates,  the  proprietary  right  is  not 
absolute  and  unqualified.  The  invention 
must  be  fully  disclosed  and  fairly  and 
adequately  worked  without  delay.  A  pos- 
sible result  of  compulsory  licensing  might 
be  that  the  practice  of  secret  working  of 
inventions  would  be  encouraged,  thus 
removing  the  incentive  to  scientific  progress 
which  is  derived  from  publicity  and  wide 
circulations  of  information.

STATUTORY  COMMITTEE  DECISIONS 


The  Statutory  Committee  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  met  in 
London  on  Ma^^  lo  and  ii,  to  consider 
whether  the  conduct  of  certain  pharmacists 
and  bodies  corporate  was  such  as  to  render 
them  unfit  to  be  oji  the  Registers ;  the  chair- 
man (Mr.  G.  R.  Hill,  C.B.)  presided.  One  case 
was  adjourned.  A  second  is  to  be  reheard  on 
July  5.  Decisions  reached  in  the  three 
remaining  cases  are  given  below : — 

No  Order  Made 

A  pharmaceutical  chemist  attended,  with- 
out legal  representation,  to  justify  the 
retention  of  his  name  and  that  of  the  limited 
company  of  which  he  was  the  virtual  pro- 
prietor, following  a  conviction  at  a  London 
police  court  on  charges  of  having  unlawfully 
taken  part  in  the  publication  of  an  adver- 
tisement in  terms  calculated  to  lead  to  the 
use  of  an  article  for  the  treatment  of  a  dis- 
ease (epilepsy),  contrary  to  Section  8  (i) 
of  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941- 
The  charge  arose  from  an  article  in  a 
magazine  published  by  the  person  concerned 
on  behalf  of  the  company.  The  pharmacist 
stated  that  he  had  published  the  magazine 
for  about  thirty  years,  and  the  company 
stopped  selling  any  preparation  for  epilepsy 
when  the  new  law  came  into  force,  but  later 
included  an  editorjal  article  on  the  subject 
with  the  intention  of  criticising  the  doctors, 
but  without  seeking  to  advertise  any  goods 
in  the  company  s  possession.  The  Com- 
mittee decided  not  to  make  any  order.  The 
chairman  stated  that  this  was  the  first  case 
which,  had  come  before  'the  Committee  in 
which  a  pharmacist  had  been  convicted  of 
taking  part  in  the  publication  of  prohibited 
advertisements,  and  nothing  said  must  be 
considered  as  suggesting  that  in  ordinary 
cases  the  Committee  would  take  anything 
but  a  most  serious  view  of  offences  against 
Section  8  of  the  Act.  In  this  instance,  the 
Committee  was  going  to  give  the  person 
and  company  affected  the  benefit  of  the 
doubt.  The  Committee's  view  was  that 
both  had  been  mistakenly  advised  in  sup- 
posing it  to  be  possible  to  slip  through  the 
provisions  of  the  section  by  some  such 
device  as  was  adopted.  It  was  now  shown, 
once  and  for  all,  that  such  advertising  was 
within  the  Act,  and  prohibited  by  it,  and 
any  similar  breach  of  the  section  would  be 
seriously  dealt  with. 

Most  Exceptional  Circumstances 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Committee 
against  a  limited  company  charged  with 


unlawfully  taking  or  using  the  titl;  jf 
"chemist,"  unlawfully  exhibiting  a  c  i- 
ficate  of  registration  as  a  pharmacist,  d 
unlawfully  selling  a  poison.    Fifty-one;  it 
of  one  hundred  shares  in  the  company  !  -e 
held  by  the  person  who  appeared  before  w 
Committee  (an  unqualified  man) ;  f( 
eight  by  his  wife ;  and  the  remaining  s  e 
was,  registered,  when  the  allotment 
issued,  in  the  name  of  the  then  supi 
tendent.    The  person  concerned  had 
apprenticed  to  a  chemist  and  druggist 
had  had  to  abandon  his  apprentice^

ness  and  bought  it.  The  new  owner  real

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ASSOCIATION  FORMED  AT  BOURNEMOUTI 


A  PROPOSAL  put  forward  by  the  Chairman 
(Mr.  N.  K.  Phillips)  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Bournemouth  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  on  May  lo  that  the  activities  of 
the  Bournemouth  Branches  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  and  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union  should  be  grouped  together 
in  a  single  association  to  be  known  as  the 
Bournemouth  Pharmaceutical  Association 
was  approved  by  a  unanimous  vote.  Mem- 
bership will  be  open  to  all  pharmacists  in 
the  area.  The  •  meeting  approved  the 
recommendations  of  the  Society's  Council 
on  propaganda  by  Council  candidates,  but 
added  its  opinion  that  the  present  method 
of  election  is"  extremely  unsatisfactory,  and 
urged  that  the  question  of  territorial 
representation  should  be  re-examined  by 
the  Council.  A  resolution  to  this  effect  has 
been  forwarded  to  the  Council. 

Opinions  on  National  Health  Service 

In  a  discussion  on  the  proposed  National 
Health  Service,  the  following  opinions  were 
expressed — 

1.  Dispensing  under  a  National  Health 
Service  can  be  carried  out  most  effectively 
by  making  use  of  existing  pharmacies. 

2.  Dispensaries  are  therefore  not  neces- 
sary in  Health  Centres,  and  their  introduc- 
tion should  be  strenuously  opposed. 

3.  In  a  National  Health  Service,  doctors 
should  not  be  permitted  to  dispense 
medicines. 

4.  Pharmacy  should  be  controlled,  direct- 
ed and  organised  by  pharmacists,  not  by 
civil  servants. 

5.  The  Central  Health  Services  Council, 
as  at  present  foreshadowed,  is  not  sufficient 
to  protect  the  interests  of  pharmacists,  or 
to  maintain  an  efficient  pharmaceutical 
service.  The  establishment  of  a  Central 
Pharmacy  Board,  with  ancillary  commit- 
tees, is  imperative,  and  should  be  insisted 
upon. 

Resolution  on  Remuneration 

The  Branch  considered  the  Government 
should  be  informed  what  remuneration 
pharmacists  expect  for  their  services.  Mr. 
FiNNis  Attwell  then  made  the  following 
proposal,  which  was  seconded  by  Mr.  H. 
RiDEHALGH  and  unanimously  approved : 
"  That  this  meeting  of  pharmacists  of 
Bournemouth  and  district  express  their 
very  great  dissatisfaction  with  the  whole 
basis  of  remuneration  paid  to  pharmacists 
under  the  present  National  Health  Insur- 
ance    scheme,    and    strongly    urge  the

The  Presentation 

Mr.  William  Mann,  first  chairman  of 
the  original  chemical  merchants'  associa- 
tion formed  in  1919,  which  was  amalga- 
mated into  the  present  organisation  in 
1923,  made  the  presentation.  He  said  that 
for  twenty-one  years  Mr.  Blagden  had  been 
their  leader.  He  had  gained  their  respect 
and  confidence  for  his  untiring  and  success- 
ful efforts  on  their  behalf,  had  brought 
order  out  of  chaos 
for  the  merchants, 
and  the  successful 
life  of  the  Associ- 
ation was  largely 
due  to  his  out- 
standing per- 
sonality and  capa- 
ble leadership.  He 
assured  Mr.  Blag- 
den that  the  presen- 
tation was  a  small 
token  of  the  affec- 
tion in  which  he 
was  held  by  the 
members  and  the 
chemical  trade  as  a 
whole.  Mr.  Blagden, 
who  was  received 
with  acclamation, 
formally  accepted 
the  gift. 

Annual  Report 

The  following 
points  have  been 
abstracted  from 
the  annual  report, 
which  was  presented 
by  THE  Chairman  (Mr.  G.  S.  Bache). 

The  chemical  trade  is  carrying  its  -full 
share  of  war-time  controls,  and  few  sections 
of  the  trade  have  avoided  some  form  of  regu- 
lated distribution.  I  can  assure  you  that 
your  Council  is  fully  alive  to  the  necessity 
for  pressing,  at  every  opportunity,  for  the 
early  restoration  of  the  normal  channels  of 
trade.  The  sectional  trade  groups  formed 
within  the  Association,  which  were  intended 
to  facilitate  negotiations  with  the  Govern- 
ment departments,  have  again  proved  most 
useful.  The  work  undertaken  by  the 
Association  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of 
Supply,  in  connexion  with  the  distribution 
of  pharmaceutical  products  imported  under 
Lease-Lend  terms,  continued  under  the 
management  of  a  special  section. 

I  would  like  to  say  a  few  words  about  a 
movement  which  your  Executive  Council 


Mr.  Victor  Blagden 
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decided  to  support.  I  refer  to  the  British 
Federation  of  Commodity  and  Allied  Trade 
Associations,  which  was  formed  to  ensure 
that  established  British  marketing  machin- 
ery shall  not  be  overlooked  in  the  consider- 
ation of  post-war  plans.  The  Federation 
now  comprises  some  forty  trade  associa- 
tions, and  has  already  made  considerable 
progress  with  its  aims.  It  is  in  the  task  of 
rebuilding  and  expanding  British  overseas 
trade  that  the  full  resources  of  the  merchant, 
in  conjunction  with  British  manufacturers, 
will  be  required  in  the  post-war  period. 

From  the  broad  national  viewpoint, 
effective  selling  and  efficient  distribution 
are  certainly  not  less  important  than  pro- 
duction. British  merchants,  with  the 
knowledge   they   have   acquired  through 


generations  of  experience,  and  their 
sonal  contacts,  are  more  likely  to  acl 
the  desired  results  than  any  untried 
soulless  centralised  scheme. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Bache  thanked 
president  and  members  of  the  Exec 
Council  for  their  loyal  support.

BRITISH  BRUSH  MANUFACTURERS 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  British  Brush 
Manufacturers'  Association  was  held  in 
London  on  May  i6,  when  there  was  a  large 
attendance  of  members  at  both  the  meeting 
and  the  luncheon  which  followed.  The 
Retiring  President  (Mr.  W.  H.  Chad- 
wick)  commented  on  work  done  during  the 
year  in  maintaining  production  for  both 
the  Governinent  and  the  civilian  population. 
He  expressed  appreciation  of  the  friendly 
co-operation  of  the  Board  of  Trade  and 
Ministry  of  Supply  in  obtaining  deferment 
of  key  workers  in  the  industry,  a  condition 
that  had  enabled  work  to  proceed  smoothly. 

Annual  Report 

The  annual  report  of  the  Council  revealed 
that  no  major  changes  had  been  made  in 
the  rate  at  which  bristle  had  been  re- 
leased, though  in  some  cases  the  quality 
had  been  reduced.  A  .fresh  arrival  of 
Chinese  bristle  was  a  welcome  development. 
The  Ministry  had  also  authorised  the  import 
of  reasonably  satisfactory  quantities  of 
brush  fibres,  and  up  to  the  present  there 
had  been  no  control  of  the  disposal  of  the 
shipments  that  had  arrived  in  this  country, 
as  the  Ministry  was  of  the  opinion  that 
merchants  and  manufacturers  preferred 
there  should  be  no  control  of  the  buying 
and  selling  of  these  fibres,  at  least  for  the 
present.  Some  Mexican  fibre  had  been 
imported  under  Lease-Lend  conditions,  but 
was  only  allowed  to  be  used  for  six  specified 
types  of  brushes.  The  import  of  a  further 
quantity  had  been  authorised  for  general 
civilian  trade  use  only.  Some  fibre  from 
Madagascar  had  also  become  available. 
In  1943,  there  was  an  important  change  in, 


price  control  of  brushes  used  for  dome 
purposes,  but  no  change  had  been  m 
in  the  price  control  of  other  brushes. 
Board  of  Trade  now  permitted  the  exj 
of  brushes  of  some  kind  to  practically  ev 
country  in  the  world,  exports  having  j 
viously  been  confined  to  the  British  Emj 
and    allied    countries.     There  were 
serious  restrictions  on  the  quantities 
qualities  of  brushes  that  could  be  export 
but  some  improvement  in  the  quality  of 
bristle  released  for  hair-brush  manufacti 
had    been    obtained.     After  discussi( 
between    the    manufacturers    of  too-' 
brushes,    the   Ministries    of    Health  a 
Supply,  and  the  Board  of  Trade,  Nyl 
was  being  substituted  for  bristles  in  85 
cent,  of  the  tooth-brushes  now  produce 
The  prices  of  Nylon-filled  tooth-brusl 
had  been  reduced.

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MISCELLANEOUS  INQUIRIES 

Wood  Preservative.— D.  G. — After  scrap- 
ing and  washing  the"  crevices  well,  apply 
freely  a  creosote  wood  preservative  of  the 
creosote  and  tar-oil  type.  This  retards 
further  growth  of  fungus. 

Solubility  of  Methyl  Salicylate.— £.  A  — 

Methyl  salicylate  (artificial  oil  of  winter- 
green)  has  more  or  less  the  same  solubilities 
as  essential  oils.  It  is  readily  soluble  in 
ether,  chloroform,  glacial  acetic  acid,  and 
in  fixed  and  volatile  oils,  and  will  itself 
dissolve  camphor,  menthol,  and  chloral 
hydrate. 

Crystal  Formation  in  Mixture. — E.  P. — 

The  crystals  formed  are  probably  due  to 
the  bismuth  salicylate,  which  is  not  a  true 
salicylate  but  of  variable  composition,  and 
which  changes  on  exposure  to  air  and  light. 
Jf  you  allow  the  mag.  sulph.  and  the  sod. 
hydrox.  to  react  in  boiling  water,  the 
hydroxide  formed  is  denser,  and  reaction  is 
less  likely  if  the  cold  hydroxide  is  mixed 
with  the  other  ingredients.  The  variability 
of  the  sodium  hydroxide  on  exposure  is 
another  factor  in  the  change.  The  addition 
of  muc.  trag.  usually  prevents  crystal 
formation. 

Carrot  Fly, —  L.  E.  K. — The  carrot  fly  is 
more  injurious  in  dry  seasons  than  in  wet, 
and  may  easily  be  recognised,  by  the  appear- 
ance of  the  foliage.  In  the  early  stages  of 
infestation  the  leaves  turn  reddish  and  later 
the  tops  become  yellow  and  wither  away. 
Crops  found  to  be  seriously  affected  should 
be  lifted  early  and  destroyed,  not  ploughed 
in,  for  if  the  maggots  are  not  destroyed 
adult  flies  are  -formed  in  the  spring.  By 
sowing  carrots  at  the  end  of  May  of  early 
June,  it  is  often  possible  to  get  a  fairly 
clean  crop  in  early  September.  If  earlier 
sowing  is  desirable,  the  damage  of  the  first 
brood  of  maggots  can  be  much  reduced  by 
sprinkling  naphthalene  along  the  rows  at 
intervals  of  ten  days,  beginning  at  singling 
time.  Three  applications  are  sufficient. 
There  is  no  satisfactory  means  of  controlling 
the  second  generation  of  maggot  (some  of 
which  feed  from  September  to  February). 
Thin  sowing  is  always  advisable,  to  reduce 
the  amount  of  thinning  necessary.  It  is 
good  policy  to  examine  late  carrots  in  Octo- 
ber and  lift  them  at  once  if  there  is  much 
injury,  as  later  many  of  the  carrots  will  be 
useless.  Under  farm  conditions  it  is  best 
to  arrange  rotation  so  that  a  field  of  carrots 
in  the  current  year  is  not  close  to  one  simil- 
arly used  in  the  previous  year.
